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Cont. of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argued features are taught by the prior art of record as 
follows. Applicant's central argument relates to the use of the reference Aharoni et al. US Pat. No. 6,014,694. Applicant states that Aharoni 
does not disclose the feature of "generating at least two different bit rate representations of each program." Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The amount of compression of the frames dictates the number of bits, and the selected levels for the frame rates to be sent at 
are in fact the different bit rate representations of each program. The bit rate is selected based upon the available bandwidth as shown in 
Fig. 12. Figures 5, 6, and 7 show the Key, P, and B frames, respectively, and their 5 associated different bit rate representations. C/P is 
capacity divided by the programs in time. The afformentioned figures 5-7 show various bit rate representations, Levels 1-5, of the programs, 
raw source video, over the capacity, bandwidth, in time. Therefore, examiner maintains his rejection.
